MAINE RELIGIOUS NEws. Rev. E. A. 
Whittier of Lawrence, Mass., is assisting 
the pastor of the Free Street church, Port- 
land, in a series of Gospel meetings.——Re- 
vival meetings in Sprague’s hall, Dexter, 
under the direction of Miss I. D. Haines, 
have been held.—Presiding Elder Jones 
has visited Sanford village and organized a 
Methodist church. Rev. Mr. Canhan of 
Alfred has charge of the new society.—— 
The Methodist society of Farmington was 
happy to meet for worship in its own 
church on last Sunday, having gathered in 
another place for the 15 months since the 
great fire. The first public service held in 
the new building was the funeral of one of 
its oldest aud most respected members, 
Mrs. Violet Haines Whitney, who was 
buried from the church the 25th ult.——In 
the last number of Zion’s Advocate, Rev. C. 
M. Emery gives a brief history of the 
growth of the Baptist churches in Maine. 
In September, 1682, the first church was 
organized at Kittery with Rev. ‘Wm. Scre- 
ven as pastor, but owing to persecution 
from the established Congregational 
church, Mr. Screven and his people were 
compelled to leave the colony. They 
worked their way to South Carolina, where 
they planted the first Baptist church in the 
South. Eighty-six years later the church 
in Berwick was ‘organized, and though 
subjected to fines,imprisonment and con- 
fiscation of property, they persevered and 
increased so thatin 1820 the members of 
this denomination had increased to 9,455, 
gathered in 166 churches, supplied by 103 
ministers. In 1844 the churches numbered 
295, bers 23,860, ministers 217. Since 
then the membership has varied from that 
number to 19,600. At the present time 
it is a little short of 20,000, with 248 
churches, and 143 ministers.——Rev. W. 'T. 
Johnson, pastor of the M. E. church in 
Monticello, is holding revival meetings. —— 
The Vassalboro’ Quarterly Meeting of 
Friends will be held at East Vassalboro’, 
Saturday and Sunday next, commencing at 
10 A. M. each day, llth and 12th. A good 
time ip the Lord is anticipated. Ministers 
from abroad may be expected.
